"It  is  the  story  of  people  —  presidents, 
professors,  students,  athletes,  alumni  and 
friends  of  the  university  —  whose  paths 
crossed  at  NSU  and  whose  footprints  are 
still  visible  today,"  she  said.

However,  the  failure  caused 
people  at  all  levels  and  from  all  areas  of 
the  State's  citizenry  to  sit  and  take 
notice  of  the  needs  and  status  of  public 
higher  education  in  Louisiana,  and  I 
believe  that  it  can  make  a  positive 
difference  for  Northwestern  State 
University  and  its  sister  institutions  in 
the  future.  The  public's  consciousness 
has  been  raised,  and  that  is  good. 

Likewise,  all  of  the  hoopla  about 
Northwestern  becoming  part  of  the 
LSU  System  can  have  strong  positive 
consequences  for  our  University  in  the 
future.  The  review  process  can  be  a

TJut'Of  State  Tuition  at  Northwestern 
Waived  For  Dependents  on  NSU  Alumni 

The  availabiUiynfschofarshpmuiUjnce  to  payfoTacoilege  education  ii  on  everyone's  mind 
ioday.  In  a  recent  \nterview  with  Handy  Nichnb,  Srectar  of  admmiom  and  schoiarships, 
NSV  Alumni  Coindinator  Ekie  James  exphrcd  Ov  availahiLty  of  such  asustance.  The 
folUnvms  1.1  a  summary  of  that  inierweu'. 

Ej;  What  kinds  of  scholarships  are  available  from  Northwestern? 
RN:  Northwcstem's  scholarship  prognim  has  grown  rapidly  in  recent  years,  primarily 
due  to  contributions  from  alumni.  Scholarships  arc  available  both  for  academic 
performance  and  various  talents.  I  think  many  alumni  would  be  surprised  at  the 
number  and  variety  of  available  scholarships- 
EJ:  When  do  people  need  to  apply  for  scholarships? 
RN:  Right  now  is  when  families  should  be  applying  for  scholarships. 
EJ:  What  does  someone  need  to  do  to  apply  for  scholarships  available  through 
Northwestern.' 

RN:  Complete  an  Application  for  Scholarships  and  return  it  to  my  off  ice  with  acopy  of 
the  applicant's  ACT  scores  and  high  school  transcripts.  The  deadlines  for  submitting 
ApplicationsforScholarships  ate  December  3 1  for  Academic  Scholarships  and  March 
1  for  all  others. 

EJ:  What  scholarships  might  be  available  to  out-of-state  students? 
RN:  Out-of-state  students  may  be  considered  for  most  scholarships  at  Northwestern 
except  the  Board  of  Trustees  Academic  Scholarship  and  our  High  Sch(x)l  Honors 
Scholarships.  In  recent  years,  our  Scholarship  Committee  removed  the  stipulation  of 
Louisiana  residency  from  the  Nursing,  Presidential  Scholar  Service  and  Presidential 
Leadership  programs. 

EJ;  I've  heard  that  children  of  Northwestern  alums  who  are  not  Louisiana  residents 
may  attend  Northwestern  without  paying  out-of-state  tuition.  Is  this  tnie.' 
RN:  Yes!  Graduates  of  any  public  college  or  university  in  Louisiana  may  send  their 
dependents  to  Northwestern  and  pay  only  the  in-state  tuition  rate. 
This  is  a  real  unknown  benefit.  Even  with  recent  increases,  tuition  at  Northwestern  is 
lower  than  m  many  other  states,  even  when  the  non-resident  tuition  is  included. 
Resident  tuition  is  among  the  lowest  in  the  country.  Texas  alumni  should  be 
particularly  interested  in  this  npp<irtunity  as  tuition  at  statccollegesand  universities  in 
Texas  is  scheduled  to  triple  next  year!  Northwestern  will  be  much  less  expensive! 
EJ:  What  about  traditional  financial  aid  based  on  need' 

RN:  Of  course,  we  all  must  be  concerned  aKiut  discussions  now  taking  place  in 
Washuigt<in  that  could  severely  reduce  available  financial  aid  funds.  However,  in 
spue  of  all  the  publicity  abttut  financial  aid  reductions,  Northwestern  actually  received 
a  substantial  increase  in  federal  financial  aid  funds  this  year! 
EJ:  What  should  families  do  to  make  sure  that  they  are  considered  for  all  available 
financial  assistance? 
RN:  Several  things: 

1 .  Apply  for  all  available  local  scholarships.  High  school  guidance  offices  are  the  best 
source  of  information  about  local  scholarships  such  as  those  awanled  by  civic 
organizations. 

2.  Apply  for  all  available  scholarships  at 
the  college  or  university  of  their  choice. 
Remember,  Northwestern's  scholarship 
application  deadlines  are  tVcemher  31  for 
academic  scholarships  and  March  I  for  all 
t)thers. 

3.  Apply  early  (by  March  1  if  pc«sible)  for 
federal  financial  aid. 

4.  [discuss  scholarships  and  financial  aid 
with  appropriate  officials  well  before  reg- 
istration. Anyone  with  questions  about 
scholarshipsmaycallmeat(3l8)  157-4503 
or  IS  welcome  to  visit  with  me  in  my  office 
inCaspart  Hall.

"He's  |ust  a  modest  ol'  country  hoy  who 
practices  .t  little  law  for  a  billion-dollar 
hank,  insurance  companies  ;ind  atony  the 
way  ftilks  like  H.L.  Hunt's  heirs,"  wrote 
Lanny  Keller  to  introduce  his  intetview 
with  Cook  in  a  recent  issue  of  UpState. 
"A  nd  he  may  he  at  [he  pe;ik  of  his  influence 
in  not  only  the  law  hul  politics  and  public 
life." 

C~ook  IS  currently  manaiiinti  partner  of 
C"ook.  Yancey.  Kmt;  and  Galloway.  He  is 
alst)  a  Icadinti  member  of  the  bar. 

Qu)k,  whose  clients  include  fotmer  Pit t- 
shurt;  Steelers  quarterback  Terry  Brad- 
shaw.  has  risen  to  the  top  ot  the  practicinfj 
lawprotession.  usirn;  the  largest  law  firm  m 
Shreveport  .is  his  base. 

"Tvpitally."  Keller  writes,  "a  firm  is  run 
by  .1  inanajiiny  committee  of  seniitr  part- 
ners; however,  and  perhaps  inevitably,  the 
public  iniane  of  tlie  firm  is  often  based  on 
the  strength  of  the  reputation  of  a  domi- 
nant tit,'ure- 

"Cook  IS  widely  thought  to  be  that  figure 


in  his  firm;  though  fartiKi  grand  a  concept 
when  applied  to  {still)  such  agoodol'  bov  as 
Sidney  Cook,  it  is  based  on  the  Roman 
world  dULUmiM.  a  sense  of  pre-eminence. " 

As  a  lawyer  Cixik  has  appeared  in  the 
biggest  cases  in  Shteveptirt  and  Bossier 
City  m  the  last  decade. 

He  was  tme  of  the  lawyers  involved  in 
the  tfial  over  the  estate  of  billumaire  oil- 
man H.L.  Hunt  m  the  I970's.  In  this  case, 
a  wife  and  children  from  a  secret  martiage 
sued  for  part  of  the  inheritance. 

"I  guessif  Iquit  today  I've  been  involved 
in  about  as  interesting  cases  as  anyone 
could  be,"  Cook  said  in  the  interview.  "But 
that  may  have  been  the  biggest. 

He  also  delivered  the  closing  arguments 
in  Jctcnse  ot  businessman  Herman  K. 
Beebe  in  tederal  court  in  Shreveport  this 
year-  On  the-  s.tnie  defense  te.im  were  such 
hiL;h-povvered  l.iwvcrsasC"amdleCira\eIot 
Alex.uidria.  Phil  Burleson  ot  Pallas  .ind 
William  jettries  .■(  \X'.is!imi;ti>n. 

Cook  and  Beebe  were  friends  from  their 
days  at  Northwestern.  Beebe  finished  in 
1947. 


"He  and  I  go  back  to  Northwestern 
days,"  C<K)k  told  Keller.  "We  Knh  had 
what  in  those  days  were  called  swecpmi; 
scholarships."  Cook  swept  the  library  m 
the  mornings,  and  Beebe  swept  Caldwell 
Hal!  in  the  evenings, 

In  addition  to  his  success  as  a  lawyet. 
C<K)k  has  become  a  considerable  political 
figure. 

Keller  wrote  that  Cixik  is  a  "prominent 
contributor  to  the  Louisiana  Oemocratk 
Party,  and  his  suppcirt  is  sought  after  .inj 
conside'ed  important.  When  .i  group  ut 
fcdwanls'  supporters  sought  to  rally  fur  hh 
tax  mcteases  in  the  spring  of  19M4.  Sid 
CJook  was  one  of  the  half-do:en  men  in 
\itcd  to  lobby  conser\ati\e  leunslators," 

Cook  is  very  involved  as  a  lawyer  and 
political  figure.  "I'm  pretty  independent." 
he  told  Keller  in  the  interview.  "I've  been 
practicing  law  long  enough  to  know  there 
are  two  sides  to  most  things,  and  I've  livtd 
Iongen<iugh  to  know  not  todiscttunt  sonu- 
body  else's  side  too  quick.  They  may  have  a 
point." 


Ex'Normal  Football  Players  Enjoy  Memories  of  Depression  Days

Steve  Harmon  has  wonderful  memories 
of  his  football  career  at  Louisiana  Normal 
School,  but  few  momentos. 

Most  of  those  were  snuffed  out  several 
years  agt).  A  fire  consumed  a  chest  contain- 
ing hisold  newspaper  clippingsthronicling 
from  I9i5  to  19^8.  when  he  played  tor  the 
Demons. 

Harmon's  inemt)ries  burn  brightly  again 
thesed.iys.  Heand  I  2otherniemhersot  the 
19^5  Normal  treshnian  team  reunited  re- 
cently on  the  50th  anniversary  of  their  first 
scrimmage. 

It  was  an  easy  date  to  remember  —  Sept. 
7,  1935.  A  day  later,  shots  rang  out  in  the 
LouisianaCapitolBuildingandHueyLong 
was  mortally  wounded. 

It  was  from  Mrs.  A. A.  Fredericks,  the 
wife  ot  Normal's  president,  that  Harmon 
learned  of  Long's  shooting.  Mrs. 
Fredericks'  husband  was  associated  with 
Long's  political  machine. 

H.irmon  wa.s  one  ot  22  Oemon  frosh  on 
the  football  team.  All  22  m.ide  the  varsity 
team  as  sophomores  in  19J6.  and  15  re- 
turned to  NatchitiKihes  a  couple  of  Satur- 
days ago  to  relive  their  college  days. 

"I'm  here  to  renew  acquaintances  and 
touch  base  with  old  friends.  1  haven't  seen 
si>me  of  these  fellows  since  I  left  here  46 
year>  agtt."  said  Dudley  "Bull"  Hillman. 

"We  were  a  close-knit  group,  hut  we've 
all  scattered  out  since  then,  "he  said.  "1  get 
up  here  once  in  a  while,  hut  not  as  often  as 
I'd  like." 

"1  had  talked  with  several  of  my  class- 
mates.">aid  Harmon,  who  was  the  tailback 
in  the  Demons'  single  wing  offense. 
"They'dasked  me  to  get  everyone  together, 
before  it  was  tiu)  late." 

Plans  began  about  a  year  ago  and  the 
search  tor  members  of  the  team  began  m 
earnest  early  in  1985.  Walter  Ledet.  the 
former  Northwestern  coach  who  was  part 
of  the '35  Normal  freshman  class,  got  Har- 
mon a  list  of  their  classmates'  most  current 
addresses  from  the  NSU  Alumni  Office. 
Harmon,  who  lives  in  Baton  Rouge, 
spent  hours  searching  through  telephone 
directories  at  the  state  library  to  hnd  cor- 
rect addresses  ft»r  his  teammates  who'd  fal- 
len out  of  touch  with  Northwesiert^. 


"From  there  it  was  sort  of  like  a  jigsaw 
puzzle,"  he  said.  "It  just  started  coming 
together. 

"It  ail  went  well.  It  looked  like  we'd  have 
five,  then  eight,  then  10  and  1 1  and  12. 
and  we  ended  up  with  13  with  Fabius 
Norniand.  whii  we  found  over  in  O>tton- 
port."  he  said. 

Attending  the  reunion,  held  at  Har- 
mon'scampon  Cane  River,  were  guard].  P. 
Russell  of  Natchitoches;  Charles  Loomis.  a 
fullback  and  end  from  Fernday;  end  Roye 
Lewis  of  Cotton  Valley;  tackle  Tom  Elkms 
of  Natchitoches  and  his  brother  John,  an 
end  who  now  resides  in  Shreveport. 

Other  members  of  the  '35  frosh  at  the 
reunion  included  Frank  Pemici,  a  fullback 
now  living  m  Shreveport;  center  E.H. 
"Kid"  Farrof  Winnfield;  guard  J.  B.  Maxey 
of  Columbia,  S.C;  Ledet.  who  was  the  first 
Demon  to  earn  All- American  recognition, 
at  gu.ird  in  1938;  Normand,  who  played 
end;  guard  Hillman  of  Lockport;  and 
Harmon. 

"It  was  a  good  group.  We  didn't  play 
many  giimes,  five  that  first  year,  bur  we  won 
all  ot  them."  Harmon  recalled. 

"We  were  there  during  the  Depression 
days.  Regardlesswhat  type  family  you  came 
from,  whether  it  was  the  farm  or  the  city, 
no  one  had  any  money.  There  just  wasn't 
any  money  to  be  had  in  thttse  days."  he  said. 

Most  of  the  treshman  worked  in  the 
Normal  dining  hall  to  earn  their  scho- 
larships. They  played  football  for  fun. 

"Even  though  you  had  an  athletic  scho- 
Iar>hip.  you  had  to  work  for  it,"  Harmtm 
said.  "Most  of  us  worked  in  the  dining  hall, 
some  worked  in  the  library.  I  think  of 
couple  oi  K>ys  milked  cows  at  the  dairy 
barn." 

It  was  group  united  by  the  hard  times  in 
the  mid  -'30s  and  their  aspirations  of  earn- 
ing a  college  degree.  Not  all  of  the  fresh- 
men were  football  stars  in  high  school,  hul 
some  realized  a  tootbati  scholarship  could 
pay  their  way  to  a  diploma. 

A  diploma  meant  a  chance  at  a  career. 
an  opportunity  to  live  the  American 
dream.  The  '35  Normal  freshmen  were, 
nearly  to  the  man,  extremely  successful  in 
their  post-college  endeavors. 


Among  the  group  were  future  parish 
school  superintendents,  college  professors 
and  administratt>rs,  engineers  and 
businessmen. 

"I  think  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  all  of 
us  was  education,  not  football.  Football 
was  secondary."  he  said.  "It  was  a  means  to 
obtain  an  education.  I  know  it  was  mine, 
and  so  it  was  with  the  others." 

One  of  the  others  was  Russell,  who  "had 
never  played  football  in  his  life"  before 
aniving  at  Normal,  said  Harmon.  Rus-sell 
hailed  from  Urania  in  LiSalle  Parish. 

"He  was  hungry  enough  to  make  the 
team  because  he  wanted  that  scholarship." 
his  teammate  recalled. 

Once  on  the  team,  there  wasn't  any 
fooling  around  for  the  Normal  gridders. 
Anything  less  than  a  'C  average  and  you 
were  off  the  team,  and  off  scholarship, 
Harmon  said. 

"Ail  these  guys  here,  every  one  of  them  is 
successful  at  what  they've  been  doing." 
Hillman  said.  "That's  determination. 
That's  what  I  learned  at  Normal  —  if  you 


had  the  determination,  youcould make  it, " 
Although  he  "didn't  make  any  money." 
Hillman  counts  himself  among  the  succes> 
stories.  He  coached  football  for  years  at 
LiKkport. 

"I  raised  my  own  quarterback,  and  he 
made  me  a  hell  of  a  coach,"  Hillman 
laughed,  remembering  his  son  Mike,  who 
later  starred  at  LSU.  "He  won  me  two  state 
championships." 

Lockport  claimed  the  1963  and  1964 
Class  A  crowns,  posting  a  24-2  record  in 
the  two  seasons. 

The  Demons  were  winners  while  the '  3> 
frosh  completed  their  varsity  careers.  A 
favorite  memory  for  many  team  members 
was  a  13-0  win  over  Mississippi  Southern 
when  Normal  was  a  30-point  underdog  in 
1936. 

It  was  the  first  of  five  straight  Norm.i! 
wins  over  the  Eagles. 

Those  were  the  kind  of  memories  which 
brought  smiles  to  the  faces  of  the  old  De 
mons  during  their  long-awaited  reunion 

"It's  been  a  good  life."  said  Hillman. 
"Yes.  It  has."

NSU  Scientists  Attack  Massive  Erosion  Problems  at  Toledo  Bend  Reservoir

A  Northwestern  State  University  re- 
search team  is  attempting  to  find  a  long- 
term  remedy  for  the  severe  shoreline  ero- 
sion problems  which  exist  on  the  Louisiana 
side  of  Toledo  Bend  Reservoir,  the  fifth 
largest  freshwater  impoundment  in  the 
United  States. 

NSU  botanist  Dr.  Walter  C.  Holmes, 
wildlife  biologist  Dr.  Charles  E.  Viers  and 
agronomist  Dr.  Gary  L.  Kiemnec  have 


received  a  $34,000  grant  from  the 
Louisiana  Btiard  of  Regents  to  evaluate 
different  types  of  vegetation  which  could 
be  successful  in  controlling  shoreline  ero- 
sion and  providing  stabiluation  not  only 
on  Toledo  Bend  but  other  medium-to- 
large  impounded  lakes  in  North  Louisiana. 
The  research  project  is  so  important  to 
the  preservat  ion  of  a  reservoir  wh  ich  is  one 
of  this  region'^  most  valuable  resources  that 


It  has  been  given  the  full  ,suppt)rt  and 
cooperation  of  such  agencies  as  the  Sabine 
Soil  and  Water  Ct)nservation  District,  the 
Sabine  River  Authority  and  the  Twin  Val- 
ley Resource  Conservation  and  Develop- 
ment Project. 

The  Northwestern  scientists,  in  coop- 
eration with  the  U.S.  Soil  Conservation 
Service  and  the  Sabine  River  Authority, 
have  established  an  aquatic  field  laboratory 


on  Toledo  Bend  near  Pendleton  Bridge  to 
facilitate  their  extensive  study. 

Holmes,  the  project  director  and  prin- 
cipal investigator,  said  Toledo  Bend  — 
with  1.265  miles  of  shoreline  on  the 
Louisiana  side  of  the  reservoir  —  was 
selected  as  the  primary  study  area  because 
of  its  extensive  and  varying  shoreline  that 
duplicates  practically  every  shoreline  con- 
dition found  in  Uiuisiana.

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rnoe  is  Beasley  s  Concern  As 
Basketball  Season  Begins 


New  Northwestern  State  head  coach 
[Xm  Beasley  makes  no  bones  about  his 
team's  chances  in  his  initial  season.  "I'm 
more  concerned  right  now  with  irutiUmg 
pride  into  our  basketball  program,  and  that 
pride  starts  with  the  player  —  he's  got  to 
earn  it.  We'll  begin  working  on  fun- 
damentals and  go  from  there." 

Northwestern  State,  without  question, 
faces  its  toughest  schedule  —  ever.  No  ifs, 
ands  or  huts  about  it.  The  story  goes  that 
NSU  athletic  director  Tynes  Hildebrand 
and  Beasley  were  up  in  a  plane.  8.000  feet 
above  the  ground  and  on  their  way  to 
Shreveport.  It  was  the  day  that  Beasley  had 
officially  accepted  Hildebrand's  offer  to 
return  to  his  alma  mater  and  rescue  the 
fortunes  of  the  Demon  basketball  program. 
"He  told  me  about  our  schedule  and  I 
almost  jumped  out  of  the  plane."  Beasley 
recalls. 

If  the  coach  would  have  jumped,  it's 
entirely  possible  that  he  would  have  had  a 
better  chance  than  his  team  does  during 
the  first  half  of  its  schedule.  NSU,  after 
winning  only  three  games  last  year,  opens 
its  season  with  contests  against  the  Uni- 
versity of  Kentucky,  the  University  of  Ala- 
bama and  Southern  Methodist.  And 
things  don't  get  any  easier  after  that,  as 
games  against  the  likes  of  McNeese  State, 
Louisiana  Tech,  Lamat,  Rice  University 
and  Northeast  Louisiana  follow. 

"I'm  more  concerned  about  how  we  per- 
form in  those  games  than  if  we  win  or  lose, " 
says  Beasley  realistically.  "It  will  be  a  good 
experience  for  us  only  if  we  play  to  the  best 
of  our  abilities.  The  kids  will  get  a  taste  of 
big  rime  basketball." 

Bensley  attacks  the  formidable  slate  with 
a  team  that  is  basically  young.  Roy  Roach 
and  Dwight  Moody  are  the  club's  lone 
seniors.  The  only  two  juniors  are  junior 
college  transfers  Gerald  Bush  and  Victor 
Willis.  Three  sophomores  back  from  a  year 
ago  include  Darren  Melancon.  a  6-9  center 
who  was  redshirted  last  yeat,  Damn  Tur- 
ner, Patrick  Wesley,  Freeman  Williams 
and  Cedric  Yarbrough. 

Though  these  are  the  players  of  the 
lijture,  the  one  player  on  who  both  the 
present  and  future  is  being  built  on  iscenter 
George  Jones.  The  6-6  center  from  Cap- 
tain Shreve  High  School  was  the  long 
bright  spot  for  Northwestern  State  a  year 
ago,  and  it  was  his  performance  that  leads 


many  Demon  fans  to  relieve  that  better 
times  are  rapidly  approaching. 

Thus,  one  stilid  block  is  in  place,  yet 
Beasley  is  the  first  to  admit  that  even  he 
doesn't  know  what  goes  next.  One  very 
possible  player  is  guard  turned  forward 
Dwight  Miwdy- 

Moody,  who  became  eligible  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  second  semester  last  yeat 
after  transferring  in  from  Missouri,  played 
point  guard  for  the  Demons  last  season  but 
will  be  tried  at  small  forward  this  time 
around. 

Beasley  has  a  number  of  contestants  for 
the  power  forward  position,  but  none  look 
more  potentially  devastating  than  )unior 
college  transfer  Gerald  Bush.  A  6-6,  228 
pxjunder  who  averaged  10  points  and  nine 
rebounds  per  game  for  Seminole  Oklaho- 
ma Junior  College  last  year,  Bush  was  the 
first  recruit  signed  by  Beasley. 

Also  expected  to  push  for  playing  time 
underneath  is  Darren  Melancon.  the 
team's  tallest  player  at  6-9,  Melancon  was 
redshirted  last  year,  but  has  displayed  a  fine 
shooting  touch  from  theoutside.  Freshman 
Darrin  Turner  should  also  see  some  playing 
time. 

The  Demons  are  deepest  at  the  guard 
position,  with  seven  playing  in  the  back- 
court.  Roy  Roach,  who  startedafew  games 
at  the  point  last  season,  is  back  for  his 
senior  year.  Roach  is  the  only  three  year 
letterwinner  on  this  year's  team  and  he'll  be 
counted  on  not  only  for  playing  ability  but 
leadership  as  well.  Craig  Calcote,  a  6-4 
sophomore  from  Baton  Rouge,  started  six 
games  for  NSU  last  season  in  making  his 
reputation  as  a  shooter  who  can  also  play 
defense. 

After  those  two,  it's  all  green.  Patrick 
Wesley  is  a  stringbean  of  a  playet  at  6-3, 
165  pounds,  yet  his  cat-quick  moves  to  the- 
hoop  enabled  him  to  net  23  points  per 
contest  as  a  high  school  senior.  Freeman 
Williams  is  another  player  Beasley  is  high 
on,  citing  the  5-11  guard's  consistency  as 
his  main  attribute. 

William  Young,  the  last  returnee  from 
last  year's  squad,  has  one  year's  exi>enence 
under  his  belt,  a  factor  thatshouldhelphim 
move  up  the  ladder, 

Beasley  is  hoping  that  his  team  will  be 
well-prepared  for  Gulf  Star  conference 
competition,  which  gets  underway  January 
20  against  Stephen  F.  Austin. 


Pierson  Thinking  Playoffs  As  Lacly 
Demons  Appear  Loaded 


Northwestern  State  head  coach  Pat 
Pierson  is  excited  about  the  1985-86  bas- 
ketball season,  and  no  wonder.  After  going 
20-6  last  year  and  romping  through  the 
Gulf  Stat  Conference  with  a  perfect  10-0 
m;irk.  Pierson  must  be  wondering  what  her 
triKipshave  to  do  for  an  encore.  She'll  find 
out  in  a  hurry  as  the  Lady  Demons  take  on 
their  sttongcst  schedule  in  years. 

Pierson  sends  her  forces  into  the  1985- 
86  season  with  what  will  he  her  best  collec- 
tion of  talent  ever.  Four  starters  return  from 
last  years  run  and  gun  squad  that  ended  up 
fourth  in  the  country  m  scoring  with  an 
even  88  points  per  game.  "There's  no  sub- 
stitute for  experience,"  says  Pierson,  now 
in  her  eighth  year  as  head  coach.  "With 
four  girls  coming  back  the  only  players  that 
will  have  to  learn  will  be  the  incoming 
players.  We'll  have  lots  of  depth  because  of 
alt  the  playing  time  that  our  reserves  got 
last  year." 

This  year's  Lady  Demon  line-up  figures 
to  be  a  lot  like  last  year's  edition  —  that  is. 
run  and  gun.  Teressa  Thomas  and  Lonnie 
Banks  are  back  for  a  fourth  and  last  year  at 
the  point  and  shooting  guard  spots,  respec- 
tively- Both  are  coming  off  their  most 
productive  seasons  which  culminated  in 
being  named  as  the  first  team  guards  on  last 
year's  Gulf  Star  Conference  team. 

Thomas,  who  will  take  over  as  the  lead- 
ing assist  maker  in  NSU  Lady  Demon  his- 
tory this  year,  passed  off  for  190  feeds  in 
1984-85,  matching  that  up  with  a  career 
high  scoring  average  of  1 1.9.  The  leader  of 
the  offense,  TTiomas  had  the  second  fewest 
turnovers  on  the  entire  team  despite  hand- 
ling the  ball  nearly  twice  as  much  as  any- 
body else.  Her  free  throw  percentage  of 
.807  netted  her  conference  honors,  as  did 
her  assist  average  of  7.3.  Thomas  was  an 
honorable-mention  ail-American  choice 
by  Women's  Basketball  News  last  year. 

Banks  has  been  hustling  ever  since  she 
stepped  onto  campus  four  years  ago  and  has 
yet  to  stop.  Number  ten  has  more  moves 
than  a  wet  noodle  when  going  to  the  hoop 
and  is  a  threat  to  either  score  or  pass  oft 
anytime  the  roundbali  is  in  her  hands. 
Traditionally  a  slow  starter,  Banks  fol- 
lowed that  formula  last  year  before  catch- 


ing file  after  Christmas  break  and  taking 
off.  She's  yet  to  come  down  from  her 
second  half  scoring  average  of  1 3. 7,  which 
rounded  off  to  12.5  at  year's  end.  Her  82 
steals  placed  her  second  on  the  Gulf  Star 
theftchart,  yet  it  was herdramatic  decrease 
in  turnovers  (from  98  to  72)  that  allowed 
her  to  enjoy  her  best  season  yet  as  a  Lady 
Demon. 

In  her  first  full  season  as  a  starter,  Linda 
Grayson  came  of  age,  leading  the  Lady 
Demons  in  rebounding  and  finishing 
second  in  scoring  with  her  17.5  average, 
nearly  double  that  oi  her  freshman  year. 
Displayinga  powerful  first  step  to  the  hoop, 
Grayson  was  NSU's  leading  scorer  on  nine 
occasions  and  led  in  rebounding  1 3  diffe- 
rent times.  Her  1984-85  performance  war- 
ranted her  the  first  ever  Gulf  Star  Player  of 
the  Week  honors  as  well  as  a  first  team 
all-conference  berth. 

Grayson  was  flanked  in  the  starting  line- 
upby  Annie  Harris.  Harris,  a9.6pointsper 
game  scorer,  was  a  second  team  all-Gulf 
Star  choice  along  with  being  a  member  of 
the  loops  academic  team. 

Key  reserves  who  saw  action  in  all  games 
iastyearwillbejuniorsKristy  Harris,  Sandy 
Pugh  and  senior  Vai  Williams.  Hams  con- 
tinues to  improve,  raising  her  scoring  aver- 
age a  year  ago  in  addition  to  passingoff  for 
70  assists,  third  highest  among  all  Lady 
Demons.  Pugh  sparkled  off  the  bench, 
doubling  her  scoring  average  from  her 
freshman  year  (7.1).  The  CoSlDA 
academic  all-American  picked  off  three 
rebounds  per  contest  and  will  be  an  in- 
strumental cog  in  1985-86.  Williams,  now 
in  her  final  season,  will  continue  to  contri- 
bute the  same  way  that  she  was  during  her 
first  three  —  hustle,  hard  work,  rebound- 
ing and  mixing  it  up  underneath. 

Also  back  from  last  year's  championship 
squad  IS  guard  Monica  Lee  and  forward 
Missy  Landreneau.  Lee.  hot  off  the  bench, 
will  provide  instant  offense  off  the  bench 
while  Landteneau  will  add  adlways  needed 
muscle  in  the  rebounding  department. 

Landreneau  will  be  pushed  for  playing 
time  by  incoming  players  Clara  Jean  Davis, 
Julie  Harvey  and  Lori  Martin,  while 
Michelle  Efferson  will  see  action  at  the 
point  guard  position.

For  the  Northwestern  State  cross- 
country team,  the  1985  season  was  a  suc- 
cessful year,  one  in  which  saw  the  harriers 
start  out  slow  and  come  on  fast  —  fast 
enough  to  record  a  third  place  finish  in  the 
Gulf  Star  Conference  race.  Southwest 
Texas  State  won  both  the  men's  and 
women's  championships,  Stephen  F.  Au- 
stin placed  second  in  both  events  and 
Northwestem's  mens  and  womens  teams 
garnered  third  place  finishes. 

Head  coach  Leon  Johnson  was  pleased 
that  the  Demons  had  reached  their  pre- 
season objectives,  but  was  already  looking 
ahead  to  next  year.  "Our  goal  for  the  year 
was  to  narrow  the  gap  between  the  number 
one  team  and  ourselves  and  to  improve  on 
last  year's  conference  finish.  We  finished 
fouth  last  year,  101  points  behind  the  win- 
ner. This  year  we  were  third  and  only  34 
points  behind  the  winner,  so  we  almost  cut 
it  in  half,"  exclaimed  Johnson. 

Johnson  knows  what  it  will  take  to  be 
among  the  conference  elite  next  year.  "We 
need  to  have  a  number  one  runner,  some- 
one who  will  be  able  to  challenge  for  the 
individual  conference  champiooship,  or 
we'll  be  third  again  next  year.  Someone  on 


our  present  team  must  improve  to  the  point 
that  he  can  be  conference  MVP,  or  we  must 
recruit  some  such  runner.  If  we  can,  we'll 
challenge  for  the  team  championship  next 
year. " 

While  the  men  enjoyed  a  good  season. 
the  job  that  the  Lady  Demon  runners  did 
bordered  on  the  unbelievable.  NSU  didn't 
even  field  a  team  through  the  season's  first 
three  meets,  yet  managed  to  round  up 
enough  runners  to  compete  in  the  lanei 
half  of  the  season  while  placing  an  amaiing 
third  in  the  Gulf  Star.  "Fourofourgirlsbad 
never  run  cross-country,  and  three  of 
them  had  never  even  run  track.  To  finish 
third  in  the  conference  is  a  credit  to  their 
willingness  to  do  more.  NSU  will  never  be 
able  to  compete  with  Southwest  Texas  or 
Stephen  F.  Austin  in  cross  country  until 
our  women's  programs  have  scholarship 
athletes." 

In  the  conference  championships,  Buzzy 
Crenshaw  finished  first  for  NSU  with  a 
26:11  clocking  over  the  8.000  meter 
course.  Missy  Landreneau  was  the  top  Lady 
Demon  finisher  with  a  time  of  22;  1 7  over 
3,000  meters. 


Volleyball  Team 
Makes  Significant  ■ 
Improvement 

After  not  having  won  a  single  match  for 
the  past  two  years,  the  Northwestern 
Sute  Lady  Demons  came  on  like  gangbiw- 
ters  this  past  season  as  they  recotxied  a 
regular  season  record  of  13-13  heading 
into  the  conference  playoffs. 

"We  played  better  physically  and  cut 
down  on  service  errors  while  hustlinga  lot 
more,"  says  second  year  coach  Linda 
Jones.  Assisted  by  Janet  Geurrini,  Jones 
was  the  architect  of  one  of  the  school's 
most  stunning  sports  turnarounds.  The 
Lady  Demons,  who  ended  their  season 
with  matches  at  the  USL  Tournament  on 
November  1  and  2  before  advancing  to  the 
conference  championships  November  1 1 
and  12,  had  been  winless  since  the  vol- 
leyball program  was  reinstated  three  years 
ago. 

In  a  season  full  of  highlights,  probably 
none  glowed  more  than  a  tintalating  five 
game  win  over  Southern  University. 
Whipped  into  a  frenzy  by  the  home  crowd, 
the  Lady  Demons  nailed  a  15-12  victory 
after  being  down  earlier  in  the  contest.  For 
her  performance  in  that  game,  freshman 
Dawn  Carlos  of  Terrebone,  Louisiana 
was  named  the  Gulf  Star  Conference's 
Outstanding  Player  of  the  Week,  the  first 
time  ever  that  an  NSU  volleyball  player 
had  been  so  honored.
